The numerous tribes of beings diftinguifhed in 
modern natural hiftory by the title of Vermes, exhi- 
bit perhaps more curious and ftriking particularitics 
in their conformation, habits, and gencral appear- 
ance, than even the fuperior orders of the animal 
kingdom. 


The additions to this branch of zoology by the 
perfevering refearches of modern Naturalifts, arc in 


the higheft degree curious, and prove the number 
of 


of thefe wonderful anımals to be far greater than 
before imagined. 


To the generality of readers, however, a too par- 
ticular enumeration of the vifceral vermes, though 
abounding in curiofity, might be unpleafing; and 
it is perhaps one of the few cafes in which an igno- 
rance of natural hiftory contributes, in fome degree, 
to our happinefs; fince it muft be allowed that a full 
furvey of the modern difcoveries on this fubje& ex- 
cites idcas unfavourable to our own repofe; nor is it 
poffible to furvey, without a mixture of horror and 
aftonifhment, the numerous lift of thofe difgufting 
inmates, which, for reafons uninveftigable by human 
wifdom, are permitted to take up their abode in the 
internal parts of different animals; and which feem, 
fo far as the utmoft refcarch of Naturalifts has been 
capable of difcovering, to be intended for the real 
and proper inhabitants of thofe fituations, being un- 
difcoverable in any other place. As a convincing 
proof of this, it is certain, that in animals recently 
born, their exiftence has bcen afcertained; an obfer- 
vation which did not efcape the attention of Hip- 
pocrates. 


But to return to the immediate fubjcct of the pre- 
fent paper; of the Tania which infeft the human 
fpecies the moft remarkable are the Tania vulgaris, 
and the Tania So/íum of Linnzus; each of which 
has fometimes been found of an incredible length, 
and productive of the moft diftrefling fymptoms.

It is the former of thefe which is reprefented on the 
prefent plate. It is not often that a complete fpeci- 
men can be feen, as it gencrally happens that either 
the upper or lower part is broken off; a circumftance 
which is extremely common in thefe animals, which 
poffefs a high degree of reproductive power, and 
may be confidercd as poflefling the vital principle in 
every joint or fegment, which, when feparated from 
the reft, continues to move in various directions, as 


if uninjured by its diffaflociation from the general 
chain. 


The upper figures reprefent the heads of Tenix, 
as they appear when magnified, and which are the 
more worthy of obfervation, as they fo completely 
demonftrate the abfurdity of the doctrine delivered 
by Linnzus in the twelfth edition of the Syftema 
Nature; viz. that thefe animals are deftitute of a 
diftinct head, and that Tyfon and others, who had 
defcribed thei with one were entirely miftaken. 


It fhould be added, that the Teniz are oviparous 
animals, and difcharge their numerous eggs from 
the lateral foramina of their bodies.
